Handling of Naval Academy Practice 
Squadron Shows Capacity to Care 
for Main Fleet.

J. H. Allen’s Will Reveals That 
Family Promised to Use 
Money for Christian Purposes. 


HALF TO BE GIVEN AWAY 


“The Devil Is Smarter Than All 
Mankind, Clause in Docu- 
ment Reads. 


The will of James H. Allen, wealthy 
cotton broker, who died Aug. 29, at the 
age of 72, was filed for probate this 
morning. Although it divides his prop- 
erty almost equally among his widow 
and five children, it contains the re- 
markable statement that each heir has 
promised to give half of his inhert- 
tance to charitable and Christian work 
and to use the other half to try to 
earn other porperty to “be used for 
good Christian purposes.“ 

The estate, according to a close friend 
and associate, will show considerably 
more than $1,000,000 in assets, but there 
is no way of approximating the liabilt - 
ties until an inventory is taken, The 
principal asset is real estate, Allen hav- 
ing been owner of large tracts of land 
in Tennessee, Mississippi, Arkansas and 
Texas. 

“All we have belongs to the Lord,” 
the testament reads. It is the Lord's 
property and He will hold us to a 
strict account for the way we usé it. 
I am sure the only life worth living 
here is the Christian life where we 
love and serve God and try to help 
each other to a better life. 

“The Devil is smarter than all man- 
kind put together and will always lead 
us astray if left to our weak selves, so 
our only hope is in the Lord, who has 
promised us if we love, serve and obey 
Him that no temptation shall befall 
us but that He will provide an escape. 
I have tried to set my children a 
proper example to be servants of the 
one true God and of Jesus Christ, his 
Son. All that we have already belongs 
to Him and should be used for His 
honor and glory, even for a useful life 
here and a home in Heaven when this 
life is over. 

Message to Children. 

“I hope my children will try to live 
true, humble Christian lives, working 
to updbund Christ's “Kingdot tn their 
own hearts and in the hearts of 
others. Rather be wronged any time 
than to wrong others. Always do right, 
let it cost what it may. We are never 
justified in doing wrong. If others 
have wronged us let us leave their 
punishment in the hands of our Lord 
and Master. Try to live every day as 
if it was your last day on earth, for 
some day soon may be your last day.“

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.— The Ameri- 
can position toward a method of fixing 
reparation for lives and property lost 
in German submarine operations, such 
as in the Lusitania and Arabic cases 
has not been finally determined, but 
there probably will be no opposition to 
fixing the amounts by arbitration. 

An arbitration, however, could cover 
only the extent of damages and not the 
question of principle that unarmed mer- 
chant ships must not be sunk without 
warning and opportunity for the escape 
of noncombatants. 

No discussion of the manner of fix- 
ing reparation is expected here unti. 
the promised formal ‘communication 
from the German Government disavow- 
ing the sinking of the Arabic is re- 
ceived. 

It is known that Count von Bern- 
storff, the German Ambassador, has 
been given instructions to proceed with 
negotiations seeking to clear entirely 
the questions at issue between the 
United States and Germany over sub- 
marine warfare as soon as the United 
States is ready to enter into negotia- 
tions. The Ambassador has been told. 


Count von Bernstorft’s instructions go 
cannot be learned. 

Newspaper reports reaching here to 
the effect that the solution of the sub- 
marine problem is coupled with a set- 
tlement of the negotiations with Great 
Mritain are declared to be incorrect.

TO SUBMIT CLAIMS 
TO THE HAGUE 


Official Points to “Danger for 
U. S. in Tying Its Hands on 
Submarine Question. 
BERLIN, via London, Sept. 3.—Ger- 
many, according to Count von Bern- 
stores instructions, offers to submit 
the claims for compensation arising out 
of the Lusitania and Arabic cases to 

The Hague for adjudication. 

Offcial circles in Berlin treat the ne- 
gotiations now in progress with the 
United States on the submarine prob- 
lem. as highly confidential, and this 
makes it most difficult to obtain any 
authoritative information or to trans- 
mit the views held in various quarters. 
The highest officials, nevertheless, are 
not adverse to admitting that they re- 
gard the situation with optimsm—an 
optimism based on a knowledge of the 
instructions which have been issued and 
the developments here weh probably 
will facilitate the task of negotiations.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 1—A bank- 
er of considerable prominence in Con- 
stantinople has given the Associated 
Press correspondent some idea of what 
may be accomplished in Turkey in event 
of the war having a favorable outcome 
for the Turks. Although the banker 
stipulated that his name should not be 
used at this time, his position and 
knowledge of the country are such that 
his statements are of unusual impor- 
tance. 

Discussing the essentials that would 
make Turkey a strong and self-con- 
tained political unit after the war, he 
said at the outset that what Turkey 
needed today most was an economic pol- 
icy that would leave something for com- 
ing generations. In other words, ex- 
ploitation would have to cease. 

“The undeveloped resources of the Ot- 
toman empire are enormous, he con- 
tinued. Turkey, for instance, could 
meet the eritire grain shortage of Lu- 
rope, if its soil were adequately tilled 
and marketing facilities provided. Tur- 
key could supply all of Europe with 
fruit, and ship fully one-half of the 
meat now imported by Ruropean coun- 
tries from South and North America, 
Australia and New Zealand. The in- 
telligent cultivation of cotton would 
place Turkey next to the United States 
as a producer of the staple. The olive 
oil industry could be increased a thou- 
sand ‘times. More wool could be en- 
ported. Parte of Anatolia and Syria are 
éspecially suited fœ the raising of plants 
of great medicinal value. Even coal of 
fair value could be shipped to the Med- 
iterrahean countries.“ 

Stable Eeomomiec Policy, 

Béfore any of these things could 
be made possible, however, said the 
banker, the Ottoman Government would 
have to realize that a stable economic 
policy was necessary. Some of the 
Young Turks had already arrived at 
such a conclusion, but little had been 
done even by them, he asserted. 

“But we must be patient. It is hard- 
ly two years now since the Turks 
themselves have taken to work. Up to 
that time the Turks held the erroneous 
notion that work Was not particularly 
ennobling, that work, after all, was for 
othera—Kurds, Greeks and Armenians. 
With the Turks holding the réins ot 
government, this view could lead but to 
one result—a total lack of sound eécon- 
omic thought. Whatever was done nad 
the meeting of immediate needs as its 
objective. Exploitation of a most ruth- 
lees nature ensued. Under this system 
the splendid forests of Turkey were de- 
stroyed; the peasant was taxed to 
death and given no opportunity to im- 
prove either himself or his land; honest 
investors were kept out of the country, 
with the result that Turkey today has 
no industries, and is obliged even to 
ship its olive oil to Italy for refine-, 
ment. The absence of all economic un- 
derstanding on the part of those in 
power under the old regime was ap- 
palling. Thosé wishing to establish 
themselves in some industry or business 
in Turkey were usually asked to pay 
for the privilege in the form of a 
bribe to some official. 

“Already conditions have improved, 
but there ig much room for betterment 
yet. But I am not one of those who 
mtaintain, maliciously, I think, that tae 


progress. He simply does not, as a 
rule, understand that what may bene- 
fit others, will benefit him. Tha Turk 
is suspicious of all strangers, he is 
also covetous enough to envy the foreig- 
ner whose skill and enterprise lead to 
success. He does not understand that a 
similar qualification and exertion on his 
own part would produce a like result. 
Mere Railroads Needed. 

Turkey needed a rapid extension of its 
railroad system, said the banker. It 
needed more roads, though paradoxical 
as it might seem, Turkey had never hal 
so many good roads as had been built 
during the war. Then, the peasant 
would have to be trained and relieved 
from much of the petty interference hs 
is still subject to. Commerce ought tv 
be given the opportunity of developing 
under the impetus of unrestricted com- 
petition. Manufacture should be placed 
beyond the reach of governmental in- 
terferénce, with the control left entirely 
to the ciroumstance that Turkey, as an 
open market, would always enjoy the 
price regulation resulting from compett- 
tion between the home and foreign man- 
ufacturer. 


Among other informants, the corre- 
spondent found some whe held that Tur- 
key was »neapable of formulating sound 
economic policy; elsewhere the opinion 
that improvement was discernible and 
that more could be looked for. 

“How will the abolition of the capita: 
lations effect the. getting of money for 
Turkey in the future?’ was asked of 
another banker. 

That depends upon what measures 


to protect the foreign investor,” replied 
the banker. I believe that Turkey 
would have no difficulty getting all the 
money she needs, provided it can estab- 
lish beyond all doubt that the Ottomasa 
‘laws and courts will insure equity to 
all concerned. If that cannot be estado 
lished, ‘then Turkey will find no money, 
especially after this war, when home 
needs will make first call upon the 
funds of investors.“ 


Ne Blessing te 
Industries established 
under the capitulations had been no 
blessing to Turkey, said this man, cit- 
ing in proof thereof the abuses of which 
a paper mill operated by Austrians is 
said to have been guilty. The rights 
granted under the capitulation had in 
this case stifled foreign competition ani 
had given rise to a monopoly whose sole 
aim, it was alleged, was to sell the poo. 
est product at the highest price. 
| “With the capitulations no longer op- 
erative, Turkey will have to convince 
the world, more so the foreign investor, 


fleges will in no wise endanger their in- 
terests. That, however, must be done, 
and can be done. No foreigner in Tur- 
key has come to grief since the capitu- 
lations were canceled. The Turkish 
Government has handled the situation 
splendidiy and will continue to do so, i 
believe.”

Weather Bureau Says One Will

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AUTO HEADLIGHT 
LAWS OF CITY AND 
STATE IN CONFLICT

Attorney for Automobile Club 
Takes Up Question With 
Prosecuting Attorney. 


Roy F. Britton, attorney for the Auto- 
mobile Club and chairman of its legis- 
lative committee, has called Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Sidener’s attention to 
what he considers a conflict in the state 
and city we regarding 
lights. 

The State law requires that a head- 
light shall be visible!“ 200 feet. Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Sidener said Britton 
declared that the Attorney-General had 
held that this meant that the head- 
light must cast a beam 200 feet ahead 
of the machine. 

Wholesale arrests recently have been 
made in St. Louis under a new city 
ordinance prohibiting headlights which 
cast a beam more than three feet above 
the roadway at a point 75 feet ahead of 
the machine. Several auto drivers, 
fined in police court under this ordi- 
nance, have appealed to the Court of 
Criminal Correction. Their cases have 
not been heard there yet. 

Ruling to Speed Law Cases. 

Prosecuting Attorney Sidener said that 
Judge Clark, in rulings in the Court of 
Criminal Correction in auto ‘speeding 
cases, had held that the city ordinances 
regarding speeding take precedence 
over the State speed w. The same 
view, he pointed out, might be taken 
in that court regarding headlight ordi- 
nances. 

The city and State laws conflict on 
speeding, as well as on headlights. The 
State law, Sidener pointed out, pro 
vides one is not speeding unless % 
miles an hour is maintained for a half- 
mile. The city ordinance, which never 
has -been enforced, places a limit of 8 
miles an hour east of Jefferson avenue, 
10 miles an hour west of Jefferson, and 
6 miles an hour at curves, crossings 
and in parks. ‘The police department 
arbitrarily has fixed a speed limit of its 
own, and police records show that no 
arrests are made except where a speed 
of 2% miles or more an hour is at- 
tained. 

Prosecuting Attorney Sidener said he 
had no intention of asking the judges 
of the Court of Criminal Correction to 
dismiss glaring headlight’’ cases ap- 
pealed from the police courts. The cases 
uppealed by autoists will be prosecuted, 
he said, by the City Counselor’s office.

MOHR TAUNTED HER 


WITH OTHER WOMEN 


HIS WIDOW SAYS 


She Tells Police of Unhappy 
Life With Wealthy Rhode 
Island Doctor. 
OVERCOME 


IN INTERVIEW 


She Has Charge of Burial of 
Husband Whom She Is Ac- 
cused of Having Killed.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Sept. 3.—In the 
midst of preparations for the funeral 
of ner husband, connection with 
whose death she is accused, Mrs. Eliza. 
beth Tiffany Blair Mohr lost her com- 
posure today tor the first time since 
suspicion fell upon She had at- 
tempted a formal interview, but her 
sobs interfered and an outburst of wee}- 
ing ended the effort. Mrs. Mohr is ac- 
cused of having hired Dr. Mohr killed 
and has been released on bond for 
$10,000. 

The funeral of Dr. Mohr, which was 
held today, was arranged in all its de- 
tails by the widow. She interrupted 
her duties at her home to receive a 
newspaper man and indicated a purpose 
to break the silence heretofore main- 
tained. She reiterated her declarations 
of innocence and insisted that the story 
of the three negroes that she had hired 
them to dispose of her husband was 
concocted after their plan to rob Dr. 
Mohr had resulted in his murder. 

‘IT am absolutely innocent of this 
whole terrible affalr,“ she. began calm- 
ly enough. “I don’t care so much for 
myself as for my dear children. The

“With my attorney, Mr. Cushing, 1 
am making all the arrangements for the 
funeral services of Dr. Mohr today.

Life With Mohr Unhappy. 

Though this was her first formal 
statement for the press, it was learned 
that the accused woman had told the 
police that her life with Mohr was un- 
happy. It was in one of my jealous 
moods’ that she wrote the letters 
threatening Miss Emily G. Burger, she 
said, 

My life in recent years,“ she told 
Chief Inspector O’Neil, bas been any- 
thing but happy. He used to taunt me 
terribly by letting me know in one way 
or another that he went around with 
other women. He flaunted these othcr 
women right in my face.’ 

Only intimate friends of the fam- 
ilv were asked to attend the serv- 
ices. Mrs. Mohr arranged for the 
return to their former home for their 
father’s funeral of her two children, 
C. Franklin Mohr Jr. and Virginia, 
who have been living with her. 
Charles Manning Mohr of New York, 
a son of the physician by a former 
marriage, also was here. 

While a large detail of police was 
sent to guard the Mohr home and 
hold in check inquisitive spectatera, 
detectives were searching a breex 
near the scene ot the murder on the 
Nayatt road in Barrington. Accord- 
ing to the story of one of the three 
negroes who accused Mrs. Mohr of 
having hired them to kill her hus- 
band, the revolvers with which Dr. 
Mohr was killed and Miss Emily G. 
Burger, his secretary, who was his 
companion on Tuesday night’s auto- 
mobile ride, was wounded, were 
thrown into this brook. 

Estate Estimated at 300,000. 

Arthur Cushing, Mrs. Mohr’s attor- 
ney, said today that he would begin 
a search for the doctor’s will as soon 
as the funeral was over. He could 
not estimate the value of Dr. Mohr’s 
estate, bui friends of the physician 
who knew the extent of his practice 
said that the property would be 
worth $600,000. 

In view of the serious charge that 
she had “aided, counseled and hired’ 
three negroes to kill Dr. Mohr, Asgsist- 
ant District Attorney Claude R. Branch 
asked that bail be fixed at $25,000, but 
Judge George F. Brown of the Superior 
Court held $10,000 was sufficient. Mrs. 
Mohr maintained her composure 
throughout the proceedings. 

Mrs. Mohr dented the charges. When 
confronted with Cecil Victor Brown, the 
former hostler on the Mohr estate, 
whose confession led to her arrest, she 
said: “It is not so. You know you came 
p to my house and said that you were 
oing to get square with the doctor, be- 
cause he did not pay you what he owed 
you. I told you not to be foolish.’ 

Negroes, Locked Up. 

Brown, with his two alleged accom: 
plices, Henry Spellman, his half-brother, 
and George W. Healis, the doctor’s 
chauffeur, were looked up in the Brig- 
tol County jail. All three are charged 
with murder, 

At the Rhode Island hospital where 
Miss Burger is kept in seclusion, it was 
said she was recovering from her two 
wounds. ° 

To substantiate their claim that the 
motive of Mrs. Mohr in the alleged 
death plot was jealousy, the police gave 
out a letter alleged to have been writ- 
ten by her to a brother-in-law of Miss 
Burger. In this letter the writer gave 
warning that if Miss Burger “dares to 
go to my Newport home she will never 
come out alive. She will have a sad 
ending if she keeps on against me.“ 

For some time Mrs. Mohr had not 
been living with her hucband. With 
her children she had taken up a resi- 
dence nearly opposite the doctor’s home. 
Wednesday she was appointed trustee 
of the ‘doctor's property, by her own 
request, but this trust she voluntarilv 
has resigned and the Court appointed 
her attorney in her place.

He Says He Thinks Police Were

MACHINE INJURED A, MAN 


Statement Made in Court That 
Acruman Had Made a Sat- 
isfactory Arrangement.” 


Judge Clark of the Court of Criminal 
Correction who recently in an interview 
criticiseti Police Judge Hogan for fin- 
ing Waldorf Acruman of 5544 Clemens 
avenue, $500 for careless driving, re- 
versed the judgment when the case 
reached him 2 on appeal and freed 
Acruman. 

Acruman, l his automobile put 
Washington boulevard at 1:15 a. m. Aug. 
6, knocked down Alvin Bernhardt of 
1452 Benton street, at Vandeventer ave- 
nue, e ran on without stopping and 
two motor cycle policemen who had seen 
the accident pursued him. 

The policemen, Simon and Greise, tes- 
tified in Police Court that Acruman was 
running at the rate of 30 miles an hour 
and that they did not overtake him un- 
til he got to Sarah street. They said 
they had been unable to get Bern- 
hardt, the injured man, to testify, and 
that they understood Acruman had “‘set- 
tled““ with him. For this reason they 
were unable to get a warrant charging 
felonious flight and the case was taken 
to Police Court. On their statements, 
Judge Hogan fined Acruman 3500, the 
limit. 

Made Satisfactory Arrangements. 

Bernhardt appeared before Judge Clark 
today and when asked about the settle- 
ment of the case, he said that a lawyer 
from an insurance company had called 
on him. He was not asked as to details, 
but said he had made a satisfactory 
arrangement” with Acruman. He said 
he and another man were fooling'' at 
the street crossing, when Acruman’s 
machine, which he thought was not run- 
ming very fast, struck him a glancing 
blow. He was sent to the city hospital, 
but left a few hours later. He said he 
considered himself chiefly to blame for 
the accident. 

Acruman testified that he was run- 
ning not more than 15 miles an hour 
and that he did not know that he had 
struck anyone: He also said the motor 
cycle policemen did not have so long a 
run, in capturing him, as they had tes- 
tified. 

Judge Clark said it seemed.to him that 
the policemen had shown vindidtiveness, 
and were unduly earnest in their effort 
to convict Acruman. He said that, in 
view cf Acruman’s statement and Bern- 
hardt’s testimony, he could not be- 
lieve that anything had occurred t 
warrant so heavy a fine, and he there- 
fore dismissed the case. 

The policemen did not, at the time of 
the arrest, prefer a second charge of 
speeding against Acruman, they said, 
Because they considered the evidence rf 
carelessneas convincing, and fines on 
this charge are usually heavier than for 
speeding.

The official 
statements says it is a purely routine 
step. 

Investigation to Be Mamed. 

The inquiry is directly to ascertaining 
the availabie Supply of structural mate- 
rial for ship bypilding and for ship 
stores. Listing Available merchant ves- 
sells for colliers and supply ships also 
has been undertaken. The statement 
says the information is required in the 
development of campaign plans under 
consideration at the War College and 
which it is expected will take months 
and even years to fully mature.

Progressive Development. 

“It should be a program planned for 
a consistent and progressive develop- 
ment of this great defensive arm of the 
nation, and should be of such a kind 
as to commend itself to every patriotic 
and practical man.“ 

In the letter to Secretary Garrison the 
President wrote: 

“I have been giving scarcely less 
thought than you yourself have, to the 
question of adequate preparation for 
national defense and I am anxious, as 
you know, to incorporate in my next 
message to Congress a program regard- 
ing the development and equipment of 
the army and a proper training of our 
citizens to arms which, while in every 
way consistent with our traditions and 
our national policy, will be of such a 
character as to commend itself to every 
patriotic and practical mind. 

“I know that you have been much in 
conference with your professional asso 
clates in the department and that you 
have yourself come to some very definite 
conclusions on these exceedingly impor- 
tant matters. I would be very much 
obliged if you would be kind enough to 
prepare for me a program, with esti- 
mates, of what you and the best-in- 
formed soldiers in your counsels think 
the country ought to undertake to do. I 
should like to discuss this program with 
you at as early a time as it can be 
made ready.’’ 

The following telegram from John 
Hays Hammond, president of the Na- 
tional League of Republican Clubs, was 
made public by Secretary Garrison: 

Letter From Hammond. 

“Regardless of politics, the people are 
behind you in the important work you 
are 80 ably doing for our national de- 
fense. Any suspicion as to your integ- 
rity of purpose is entertained only by 
shallow minds and by contemptible poli- 
tiolans whose wish is ‘father to the 
thought,” It wil prove to be politica] 
suicide to so-called leaders of the Re- 
publican party if they do not cordially 
co-operate with the administration in the 
matter of national defense 

A plan for the building up of an 
adequate national naval reserve; in ad- 
dition to the existing State militia and 
the regular reserve created by the last 
Congress, made public by Acting Sec- 


tetary Roosevelt, contemplates the mo- 


bilization of yachtsmen and power boat 
owners and their craft, with navy re- 
serve ships in a training squadron fol- 
'cwing the idea of the successful army 
camp at Plattsburg, N. Y. The state- 
ment says plans have been under con- 
sideration for some time for definite 
organization of the elements outside of 
the regular reserve and upon which the 
navy should be able to draw in emer- 
gencies. Employment of former navy 
officers in time of war, and filling va 
cancies on the fighting ships with for 
mer enlisted men, already has been pro- 
vided for by legislation under which, 
‘n the past two months. 110 men have 
entered the reserve. According to the 
tcatement, the law has the effect of in 
creasing enlistments in the navy. 
Coast Guard Service. 

Under the present law the Coast 
(Juard Service automatically passes un- 
der control of fhe navy in time of war. 
It is proposed that the Lighthouse and 
Coast Survey Guard Service be added to 
this list and that State nautical train- 
ing schools, harbor police or similar or- 
ganization be prepared for nationay 
service when needed. As to volunteer 
civilians the statement says: 

“It is believed that the reserve of per- 
sonnel should total 50,000 officers and 
men. What is particularly desired is 
not merely numbers, but individuals, 
who will be capable of doing the highly 
specialized service which exists in mod- 
ern navies. For instance, in war time 
the navy would need the services of pos- 
sibly 1000 additional radio operators, it 
would require local pilots for inside 
water, helmsmen, gunners, gasoline 
motor experts, signal men, etc., be- 
sides, of course, first-class seamen. The 
department has had many letters asking 
whether an opportunity could be given 
to individuals to take courses of trein- 
ing in these specialties and if the gen- 
eral plan is approved it is hoped that 
next summer courses of instruction can 
be started, using reserve or other avail- 
able ships, and giving to those who de- 
sire, three or four weeks of training so 
that they could become of some definite 
use if called upon. 

Could Fit Imto Some Place. 

“Any amateur radio operator, any 
yachtsman or motor boat enthusiast, in 
fact, any citizen, with intelligence and 
application, could learn how to fit into 
some place where he might be needed. 

Possibly some form of certificate could 
be given at the close of instruction, 
showing exactly what services the in- 
dividual is capable of performing, the 
holder to be under no further obliga- 
tion than to keep the navy departments, 
at stated periods, informed of his ad- 
dress. 

“Tt is obvious that the navy wana 
need a great number of auxiliaries, 
patrol boats, etc. Steps already have 
been taken to organize the merchant 
shipping, but much remains te be done. 
Modern naval operations have shown 
the great need of a large number of 
amall and fast yachts and motor boats 
oi a type as seaworthy as possible. 

‘The department has already endeav- 
ored to co-operate with the wer 
squadrons and it will be possible, in 
connection with the training of volun- 
teer civilians, to list all suitable ves- 
sels and to train their crews in the 
duties that would be expected. This 
training would be given in conjunction 
with the use of naval vessels:in the 
summer time and would be in charge 
of regular officers.”*

FOOD FOR WABAIN G NATIOFS. 

Little attention has been given to the decision 
of the German prize court in the case of the seis- 
ure and destruction of a Dutch steamer with a 
cargo of wheat which was captured by the sea 
raider Karlsruhe, yet as establishing a precedent 
and a principle of action on the part of the Teu- 
tonic Government, it is one of the most important 
since the world war began. 

The wheat was shipped from Portland, Ore., to 
Belfast, Ireland. It was captured and sunk on 
Sept. 21, six weeks after the beginning of hostili- 
ties. Now the German prise court rules that no 
indemnity shall be paid since there Was no assur- 
ance that the wheat would not fall into the hands 
of the British military establishment. 

Sept. 21 was long before the English order in 
council. If Germany stands on its decision, it 
cuts away the ground on Which the Fatherland’s 
propagandists in this country have long stood and 
answers for all time the protest against the al- 
lies’ policy of trying to starve Germany, since 
nothing could be clearer that there cannot be one 
rule for foodstuffs shipped to one belligerent and 
a cotitrary rule for supplies sent to another. 
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ARE WE GREAT BRITAIN’S GUARDIAN? 
The London press seems far from satisfied with 
the diplomatic victory that President Wilson has 
wrested from Germany. Apparently the London 
rewspapers believe that it was the duty of the 
United States to suppress the German submarine 
campaign against British shipping in all of its 
aspects and to do for Great Britain what the 
British nayy cannot or will not do.

The Inventor of Picture Plays 


By Robert Grau. 
N the 9th of October, 21 years ago f tures, gathering into his casts many of 
O the most distinguished persons of the 
time, then delivered the monologues that 
were an obligato to the pictured drama. 
These first picture plays were, in fact, 
a personal expioitation. 
was why Mr. Black did not get rich, and 
went back to writing novels, and to il- 
lustrating his own books, like Miss 
America” and Modern Daughters.“ It 
is immense, worid-wide duplication that 
makes the modern picture play a gold 
mine Mr. Black spent a couple of hun- 
dred dollars in cesh on Miss Jerry.“ A 
modern screen play costing, say, a hun- 
drec thousand dollars is no longer a 
noveity. 
Mr. Black gave Miss Jerry’’ 560 times, 
two other of his plays, “A Capital 
Courtship’ and “The Girl and the 
Guardsman” appearing meanwhile. All 
of his plates were made with ordinary 
hand cameras and studio cameras, and 
the registered projections were made 
with the regulation lantern slides 
„matted'“ to the form of a proscenium 
erch and accompanied by many effects 
novel in the days of their appearance. 
Since his scheme implied spoken lines, 
the frequently suggested duplication was 
not an easy problem from the pecuniary 
point of view. It is well to remember 
that when Mr. Black first contemplated 
putting on his plays with motion pic- 
tures, motion picture projection was so 
imperfect that anything running longer 
than a few minutes was regarded as an 
impossible strain on the eyes. What an 
amazing advance to the present smooth 
perfection! 


(the ‘screen drama has come of 
age), an interesting group of 
New Yorkers received invitations to at- 
tend a “dress rehearsal’ of a picture 
play. Very few of those who were sum- 
moned knew what a picture play was 
likely to be. The common attitude re- 
sembled that of President Cleveland, 
who posed for one of the-early scenes, 
and who inquired frankly. What is a 
picture play?“ The term meant nothing 
at all to the average first nighter who 
went to that studio in Sixteenth street. 
Thete were, indeed, a succession of 
“first nights“ of the invitation sort in 
New York, Boston, Chicago and other 
cities. In the groups that watched these 
first risings of a pictured curtain were 
Edward Everett Hale, Margaret Deland, 
Edmund ‘Clarence Stedman, Seth Low, 
Irving Bacheller, Frank R. Stockton, 
William Dean Howells, Brander Mat- 
thews, Augustus Saint Gaudens, John 
Fiske, Franklin Sargent, Arthur Scrib- 
ner and many other writing men, stu- 
dents of the drama, artists and profes- 
sional celebrities of the time. 

Possibly these were skeptical groups, 
for prophesies of true novelty seldom 
are fulfilled. The printed evidence 
seems to show that the premiere on that 
October evening occasioned amazement 
and delight. In these days of the new 
art’s fertile and audacious maturity it 
is not easy to fancy with just what ef- 
fect of newness and prophecy “Miss 
Jerry” struck these first audiences. The 
program said. Written, illustrated and 
presented by Alexander Black.  . ae 
lean, spectacled person thus credited 
with doing it all, stood beside the white 
sheet on which a three-act play unfold- 
ed itself, and himself spoke for all the 
characters. He did somewhat more; for 
he described certain forms of action that 
could not be interpreted by this first 
form of play. There was no perfected 
motion picture machine in those days, 
and the best that even a special form 
of stereopticon could do was four or 
five pictures a minute. , 
These pictures when superimposed 
gave the effect of a slow motion ple- 
ture. All pictures have to be „till“ to 
be shown on the screen, and the sole 
point of difference between these prim- 
itive plays and their modern develop- 
ment is in the rapidity of reiteration. In 
the ordinary motion picture of today the 
halted-and-moved-on images succeed one 
ancther at the rate of from 14 to 16 in 
a second. Thus, motion is an Illusion, 
not a mechanicai fact. Yet Mr. Black’s 
slow motion was realistic enough ,to 
puzzle. The inventor quotes Seth Low 
as asking at the premiere, Black, how 
do yeu keep the pictures still and move 
the figures?“ To a man who had la- 
bored so long to “register’’ his pictures 
this inquiry must nave been gratifying 
surely. 

It must have been gratifying, too, to 
read the spreads in the papers on the 
following day. New York agreed that 
something new had happened. Picture 
play“ or photo play” was accepted as 
a term, but only a circumstantial de- 
ecription could be expected to make 
plain what the thing was. One be- 
comes interested in the reappearing 
characters,“ said the Sun, as they are 
seen in different relations, just as char- 
scters do on the stage. All these pic- 
tures are life-size, so that after a few 
scores have been shown, the spectators 
lose the sense of viewing pictures and 
fancy the figures real.” 

One of the Washington papers, a few 
weeks later, grected the play on a white 
sheet as a prophecy of what might be 
expected fro Mr. Edison when the 
kinetoscopic 9 had been fully devel- 
eped for the screen. 

The prophecy has been fulfilled in an 
amazing way. Yet it is odd that 18 years 
should have passed before the full 
length plays came through the motion 


of the modern picture play? Tou 
couldn't guess, he said the other day, 
“the one objection raised by every 
artist with whom I talked over my pic- 
ture play scheme. They all said: Your 
pictures will be stiff. It’s all right to 
have two or three people in a photo- 
graph, but go beyond that number and 
your groups will be wooden. Lou never 
saw a group photograph that wasn't 
stiff, did you?’ Yet, I made them ‘take 
it back,’ afterall. It was like painting 
life with life. I accomplished the nat- 
uralness, but I tied myself needlessly to 
the logic of the stage form. Today the 
picture-dramatist can forget the stage 
form, concentrate, when he so wishes, 
on two figures or one, just as the spec- 
tator’s interest concentrates. If the 
dramatic interest centers in a ring on a 
hand, that hand appears as large as the 
screen. It is as though the spectator 
were privileged to mount the stage and 
to beg the leading lady kindly to let him 
see the ring that was occasioning all the 
trouble. These modern dramas have 
privileges and effects that now make 
my first fumblings with the idea seem 
curiously primitive. I had the dissolv- 
ing illusions, the illustration of char- 
acter thoughts by superimposed images, 
a raised and lowered curtain (in picture) 
between the acts; but the splendid ex- 
pansion of the modern photo-play has a 
richness of expedient not to have been 
dreamed of in the day of my dramas. 
“T remember one night after a reading 
when the shaggy head of Edward Ev- 
erett Hale loomed before me. Black,“ 
he said, ‘it’s so inevitable that I'm cha- 
grined to think I didn't invent it my- 
self.’ Today I have that feeling of in- 
evitableness myself, yet the most vivid 
impression of all is of the often stag- 
gering trouble of doing it. There were 
no motion picture actors to work with; 
no studios suited to the device. And yet. 
with all that has been accomplished— 
with the ‘Odyssey,’ ‘Cabiria,’ and a long 
list of brilliant pictorial triumphs, we 
are, I think, only at the threshold of pic- 
ture play possibilities. There are many 
partings of the way. There are appal- 
ling chances of going wrong. I hope 
the cynics are mistaken and that big, 
fine, wholesome things may win.“

They also increased the value of the 
horse-power to 33,000 foot-pounds, 80 
that their engines were half again as 
powerful for their rated power as 
those of their competitors. In this 
way they established the value of the 
horse-power. The following are the 
various values of a horse- power: 
Thirty-three thousand foot-pounds a 
minute, 550 foot-pounds a second, 2565 ' 
thermal units an Four, 42.75 thermal 
units a minute. The horse-power of 
a boiler depends on its capacity for 
evaporation. The evaporation of 
thirty pounds of water from 100 de- 
grees Fahrenheit into steam at seven 
pounds’ gauge pressure equals 34% 
pounds, and at 212 degrees Fahren- 
heit is equivalent to a horse-power. 


Powdered Coal. 

OME of the big railroads have beer 
using powdered coal with very sat- 
isfactory results. The coal, finely pow- 
dered and dried, is stored in receptacles 
from which it is blown into the firebox 
in jets by air pressure, much the same 
as oll fuel is used. The dry powder is 
converted into gas almost instantane- 
ously, the temperature of the firebox is 
not lowered and the objectionable heavy 
black smoke is obviated. This method 
is also more economical of fuel than 
ordinary firing and materially lessens 
the labor of stoking.
